2. INDIAN HICOM OFFICIAL THOUGHT IT LIKELY THAT HIS GOVERNMENT 
WOULD REPLY FAVORABLY AND SOON TO BDG NOTE, BUT NOTED THAT DRY 
SEASON WOULD END AND GANGES’ FLOWS BEGIN TO RISE AROUND MID-MAY, 
WHICH LEFT LITTLE TIME FOR THE SORT OF TECHNICAL INFORMATION- 
GATHERING CONDUCTED IN 1975 DRY SEASON. OFFICERS BELIEVED THAT 
TECHNICAL MISSIONS WOULD BE GIVEN EXTREMELY SHORT DEADLINES 
(ONE OR TWO WEEKS) TO PREPARE REPORTS AND PAVEWAY FOR EARLY 
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EXCHANGE OF GOODWILL MISSIONS. 
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
